CONSPIRACY. 
ARREST OF WOULD-BE BOND-PLATE THIEVES. 
Wasuiynetor, D. C., Oct. &—William F. 
Salter and Wilmot H. Ward, of this city, 
were arrested at the instance of the Secretary 
of the Treasury late last night and commit- 
ted to jail upon the charge of being engaged 
in a conspiracy to steal bonds and plates 
from the Bureau of Eugraving and Printing, 
and attemptmg to bribe éemployés of that bu- 
reau to assist them therein, ‘The facts ot the 
case are: At the time of the shooting of the 
late President Garfield, and for some weeks 
thereafter, Col. Lrish, Chief of the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, wrote to members 
of his family spending the summer in Oak- 
land, Md., a series of letters largely 
devoted to the topic which was then 
uppermost in all minds—the attempt to 
assasinate the President. In these letters 
he expressed with the freedom of domestic 
correspondence his views from time to time 
with regard to the causes and consequence 
of that pubfic calamity, When his family 
left Oakland these letters, together with a 
large collection of newspapers containing 
articles relating to the assasination, were 
BOXED UP AND SENT TO WASHINGTON, 
and placed for ente reien at the end of 
Col. Lrish’s desk in his priva ame where 
they remained untouched by him for eight 
months or more. Some time last spring Cul. 
Trish disco@ired that these letters had been 
stolen, and he was warned by anonymous cor- 
respondents that they were being used or were 
to be used to the injury of the friendly rela- 
tions then existing between himself and 
President Arthur. White engaged in an in- 
vestigation with a view of rtainum bow 
and by whom thénletters e purloined Col. 
Trish came upon clews which led to the dis- 
evvery of a conspiracy, with which the theft 
of the letters was connected, to corrupt and 
bribe employés of the bureau, and with their 
aid steal therefrom a quantity of bonds and 
lates. Col. Irish laid the facts at once be- 
ore Secretary Folger, who, ofter a prelim- 
inary investigation, became satisfied that a 
persistent. attempt to get bonds and plates 
from the bureau surreptitiousiy was being 
made. He turned over the evidence already 
obtained to the secret-service division, and 
directed that the matter be sifted to the bot- 
tom. Special-Detective Drummond, from 
New York, was assigned to the duty. 
FOLLOWING UP THE Lkws. 
be began av investigation, which ended last 
night in the arrest of Salter amd Ward. It 
appears that the object of the conspirators in 
endeavoring to get bonds and plates from 
the bureau was not direct 1 alu. 
since they had no intention of using them in 
counterfeiting. Their alm rather, as stated 
by themselyes, was to bring about the re- 
moval of the present chief of the bureau by 
causing it tq appear that his management was 
so loose and inefficient as to make the theft 
ot bonds and plates a comparatively easy 
matter, and se careless us to destroy public 
confidence in de integrity of Government 
securities. “The theft of Col. Irish’s letters 
from his office is supposed tos have been a 
part of the same pian. Salter, & is said, 
represented to dissatisfied empioyés of the 
bureau whom he attempted to bribe that he 
was ac in the interest of Benjamin, I. 
Berry, a progtinent ticilan of Penngyl- 
vania; also Bert was supported by 
Senator Cameron and tie 71 dei- 
egution asa candidate for Col. Lrish’s posi- 
tion. Berry, it was also elaimed, would cer- 
tainly get the place if the latter could be 
ousted. In that event he (Salter) would be 
assistant chief of the bureau, and he would 
reward with promotions men who assisted 
him to bring about the removal of Col. Irish.

Another Proposition to Ferret It Out 
for a Consideration of 15 Per Cent. 

About six months ago Tun Trisune found it 
necessary to expose one of the most deeply con- 
cocted schemes ever laid, which might have 
beeu used in evil hands for the robbery of the 
people of Chicago.

For this service the firm was to 
receive 15 per cent of the amount 
of taxes due on the hidden assessments, 
not, however, until the total bad been paid into 
the Treasury. Od the surface this iooked fair 
enough, as if property was not returned to 
the Assessors it would on discovery be 8 r 
cent in the County Treasury. porelbie 
crvokedness was bere: Mike McDonaid, noturi- 
ous and unscrupulous as be is, was tu be virtu- 
ally made its tux collector. Affiduvite can be 
published that de had #4,000 in bis banda to use 
in passing the measure, and also as to the man- 
ner in which sume of this nonev was used. The 
exposure ia Tag TRIBUNE deteated the project 
at the time.

LIQUOR DRUMMERS. 


A Decision that the Conmecticnt Law 
Does Not Bequire Agents Of Forciga 
Distilters to Take Out a State License. 
HanrtrorD, Conn., Oct. 7.—Judge Adams, 

of the Police Court, today delivered his de- 
cision in the case of James P. Flynn, a liq- 
vor’ drummer for the Mill Creek Dis- 
tillery of Cincinnati, charged with seil- 
ing liquor in this city by solicitations 
of orders without having a liquor-license. 
Judge Adams decides that the actual sales 
were made in Ohio and not in Connecticut, 
as the distillery company were not bound to 
fill Flynn’s orders, but did 80 or not at their 
option. He concluded: “Sales were com- 
pleted when the goods were shipped in Ohio 
at purchaser’s risk. The law is there- 
fore defective. The intent was to 
treat home conte. and those from 
out of the State alike, but under this decision 
the law does not so. and wholesale dealers 
out of the State will have an advantage over 
those here, who are compelled to take out 
and pay for licenses. “The cases against 
other drummers which have been com- 
menced and hinged upon the result in this 
case, have been nolled.“

Tue elevated railroad scandal, one of the 
worst that has sviled the badly stained rec- 
ord of American corporate management, has 
come up afresh in New York. A suit has 
been begun by two of the stockholders of 
the Metropolitan Company to annul the ar- 
rangement by which the dividend guaran- 
teed to it by the Manhattan Company was re- 
duced from 10 per cent a year to6 per cent. 
These stockholders admit that the change 
was made by tne officers of the Metropolitan, 
but deciare that this action was corrupt. In 
doing it, they say, these officers violated their 
trust and did so corruptly for their own per- 
sonal ends, The men specially charged 
with this fiduciary treachery are Jay 
Gould, Russell Sage, and Cyrus W. Field. 
As the principal owners of Manhattan they 
were the beneficiaries to a large amount of 
what they took away from Metropolitan. To 
a certain extent the public have become in- 
different to any such charges against Gould 
and Sage. They believe all the accusations 
to be true, and that none of the offenses will 
be punished. Bat Cyrus W. Field’s position 
has been different. His magnificent success 
in the pioneer work of international teles- 
raphy gave him the world over a position as 
one of the first citizens of his country. But 
his name of late years has been connected, 
justly or unjustly, with some of the scandals 
of Wall street. 


WATTERSON’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Henry Watterson has made a visit to 
Northern Ohio and delivered himgelf of an 
arraignment of the Republican party at To- 
ledo before an assemblage of Bourbon Dem- 
ocrats, which arraignment is in the nature 
of a ral lecture, conveying gratuitous 
advice suggesting sundry corrections in 
the m ement and policy of the party. Mr. 
Watterson is an able man, a showy, brilliant 
man, a captivating talker, and a smart writer, 
and makes a very readable newspaper, ex- 
cept for its political principles, but with all 
these good qualities he is an extraordinarily 
cheeky man, and upon this occasion he has 
developed his cheek more extensively than 


ever before. The Republican leaders un- 


questionably make mistakes, and the party 


may have defects in its management. No 


party is perfect, but the Republican party is 
in the habit of correcting its mistakes from 
within and not asking outsiders to do it. 
Least of all would it look to a Southern 
Bourbon for any teachings or suggestions as 
to the matter of self-correction or purifica- 
tion. 

Upon what meat has Cesar Watterson fed 
that he takes it upon himself to come into g 
Republican State like Ohio and lecture the 
Republican party? Yo what party of abso- 
lute correctness, patriotic antecedents, wise 
policies, and political purity does Mr. Henry 
Watterson belong that he feels himself 
called upon to criticise and censure the Re- 
publican party and go outside the Bourbon 
bailiwick to do it?

They have seized ballot-boxes and 
stuffed them, and held possession of polling- 
places and driven off Republicans; or, if the 
majority succeeded in voting, they have re- 


} fused to count the votes; and they have had 


the audacity to send their Representatives to 
Congress, who were never elected, to steal 
seats belonging to Republicans. What they 
did openly in the South by violence they 
have sought to do covertly in the North by 
trickery and fraud and all the artifices of 
partisan corruption which were so signally 
IUustrated by Tweedism in New York. This 
is the party that pretends to criticise the Re- 
publicans. They have arrayed theinselves 
upon the side of disorder, of immorality, of 
drunkenness, of gambling, of lawbreaking, 
and of crime. Their record may be read, 
without gohg away from Chicago,in the

POLITICS AND POLITICAL ECONOMY. 

Some very unorthodox remarks about 
political economy were made before the 
Social Science Congress which so lately met 
at Nottmaham, England, by its President, 
Mr. G. W. Hastings, a member of Parliament. 
The tone of his opening address shows that 
the reaction against the infallible claims of 
the old ool of political economists is 
spreading in what has hitherto been one of 
its strongholds. Mr. Hastings explained 
that much that was best in the recent legisla- 
tion of Great Britain with regard to land and 
labor was fy direct conflict with the strict 
principles of political economy, and that this 
was so much the worse for political economy. 
This was because in the application of polit- 
ical economy to the arts of legislation and 
government we have not to reason from 
fixed laws, like those of gravitation, con- 
stant and universal in their operation, but 
rather with tendencies to certain results, 
and we have as well to reckon with a variety 


"of disturbing influences and balancing con- 


siderations. ‘ 


Burke has said and Gladstone has repeated 
it, and men of affairs in the United States as 
in Great Britain know it to be true, that the 
limits within which abstract principle can be 
applied to practical politics are exceedingly 
narrow. The English poor laws and the 
American tenement-house inspection are as 
flagrant violations of the principles of the 
English political economy as it is possible to 
conceive of. Not less heretical is the inter- 
ference of the British Government with the 
contract between English Jandiords and Irish 
tenants, an interference which is certain to 
go forward and not backward. These strokes 
of practical politics are all eondemned by the 
abstract principles of the economists, and 
yet their effects are everywhere seen to be 
good. Modern politics are every day diverg- 
ing more widely from the teachings of Ricar- 
do and his school. 

Mr. Hastings’ remarks on the relations be- 
tween politics and political economy were 
provoked by the fact that land reform, which 
is the question of the nearing future in Great 
Britain, is opposed by the land-owning class 
with all the stock arguments of the economic 
text-books.. All the great industrial reforms 
of the last fifty years have been met with 
logic. Cobden and Bright had to fight their 
way to the repeal of the corn laws over the 
orthodox argument that there was no con- 
nection between the price of corn and the 
condition of the laboring classes. English 
reformers have to choose between the text- 
books and reform, and not unnaturally they 
choose reform. It is not alone among 
practical men of politics and affairs that 
the constant and universal principles of the 
old economy are rejected as inapplicable to 
the actualities of nineteenth-century life. 
The last work written by the late Prof. Stan- 
ley Jevons, who applied a brilliant mind to 
the life-long study of economic principles, 
distinctly repudiates the idea that the com- 
plicated phenomena of the world of business 
and industry are regulated by any fixed and 
invariable laws that man has yet been able to 
evolve. * 

These new ideas have made much less 
headway in this country than in England. 
Our educational institutions show a remark- 
able conservatism in their fidelity to the old 
shibboleths of economic orthodoxy.

AN INCONSISTENT VERDICT. 

It will be remembered that Tar TRIBUNE 
severely censured the New York Central 
Railroad Company at the time of the disaster 
in the Hudson River Railroad tunnel for its 
criminal economy in plaeing what should 
have been the labor and responsibility of two 
or three men upon the shoulders of an 18-year- 
old boy, and the jury of inqnest for its incon- 
sistency in finding this lad guilty of culpable 
negifgence and holding him for trial. The 
full report of the jury which has since been 
made public justifies Tax Trmune in its, 
comments as to the parsimony of Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s company, and supplies further tes- 
timony as to the criminal negligence, not 
only ofthe New York Central, but also of the 
New York & New Haven Company. 

The latter company is censured by the jury 
for having so few brakemen, and the fault is 
laid at the door of the conductors. Why the 
latter, who are compelled to follow the or- 
ders of their superiors: and would not be 
obliged to employ water-boys as brakemen 
were it not for the niggardliness of the com- 
pany, should be held responsible it is diffi- 
cult to see. Ifthe company had plied 
sufficient qualified brakemen it would not 
have been necessary for the conductor to 
substitute unqualified water-boys. If the 
company is so poor that itcannet afford 
brakemen enough it might discharge the 
water-boys and allow passengers to get their 
own water from tanks in the cars, which, of 
itself, would be a boon to the traveling pup- 
lic, who now cannot drink until the boy 
comes round, his trips being strictly accord- 
ing to his own pleasure and convenience. To 
carry out the inconsistency of the thing, the 
jury find that the water-boy is guilty of cul- 
pable negligence in not following the rules 
governing the running of trains. What does 
& water-boy know about the train rules? 
And if he knew all about them; what differ- 
ence would it make, since he is notoriously 
unfit to apply them ? 

Let us return to the other boy. A mere 
child, 18 years of age, was placed in a 
position where the least negiect would in- 
volve a catastrophe. Nearly 200 treins 
passed his window every day, which he must 
watch and signal. It was his duty to know 
where they were at 4 given moment. He 
must always have the track clear for them, 
and even the appliances furnished him for 
this purpose are declared defective by the 
jury. The signal] apparatus, it was said be- 
fore the jury, would not work promptly be- 
cause of the rain whith had dampened the 
cords, from which we may infer that pas- 
sengers can get through this tunnel in fair 
weather, but when it rains they must take 
the chances of being smashed up in its dark 
and smoky cavern. This boy, 18 years of 
age, doing two men’s work, was paid just 
$16 amonth by this colossal and wealthy 
corporation, headed by a man reputed to be 
worth $200,000,000! This lad in his testimony 
before the Coroner’s jury said: 

Tt was my duty to have signaled the Harlem 
train. but | bave only one bead and two bands, 
and my ether cuties prevented me. i was

Upon such a declaration as this alone the 
boy should have been discharged, and his 
superiors should have been made to occupy 
his place. The verdict of the jury is incon- 
sistent throughout. It holds a conductor 
for not employing more brakemen, a water- 
boy for not doing a brakesman’s work, and 
a telegraph-boy for failing to do two things 
at a time” and not having more than “one 
head and two hands,” and orders them to 
trial, and censures the companies, who 
were responsible for all three Con- 
ductors and boys are not responsible for 
Mr. Vanderbilt's economy.

DISHONEST PARTY GOVERNMENT. 

The Republican Central Committee of this 
county held a meeting on Saturday, at which 
it went through the farce and fraud of pro- 
posing and adopting what it styled “rules” 
for the government of “primaries.” The 
present system of primaries is an abomina- 
tion and a stench, and the County Committee 
have by their action shown their own con- 
tempt of the public by providing that these 
primaries shall be additionally corrupt and 
disgraceful. The committee has, of course, 
rejected all schemes for haying precinct 
primaries. That plan defeats the power 
of a corrupt clique of professional 
dealers in nominations to control the 
one primary in each ward. To be 
a member of the County Committee is a 
profitable office, It is to hold the seat of 
power, and to sell the exercise of that power 
tothe highest bidder. This corrupt body 
will never relinquish any portion of its pow- 
ers until the voters of each ward shall repu- 
diate the whole theory of being governed by 
any organized board of political blacklegs 
who betfay corruptly the powers they as- 
sume. Of course, this committee do not 
want honest primaries. Honest primaries 
mean honest and decent men in charge of 
the primaries, and honest and decent men 
are not the kind of officers needed by Coun- 
ty Committees. 

At present the County Committee abpoints 
the time and place of nolding the primaries; 
it also appoints the judges of the election, 
and it now adds to its powers that of ap 
pointing two challengers to be selected by 
the judges. The County Committee being 
corrupt and dishonest, what ¢an the judges 
and challengers be? In appointing the time 
for helding the primaries, the 3,000 to 5,000 
voters of the ward are required to present 
themselves at one voting-place, only three 


hours being allowed for all of them to vote. ' 


Of course the idea that under these circum- 
stances there can be “ an election is an ab- 
surdity, and the committee only need to fur- 
nish its judges with a list of delegates to be 
declared elected to complete the fraud in all 
of its evident monstrosity. 

There are men arrested, tried, convicted, and 
punished every day for crimes less disgrace- 
ful and less dishonest than those ingented, 
planned, and executed by organized confi- 
dence-operators who make up “County Com- 
mittees.”

A ebe HARBOR OF MONOPOLY. 

One of the tightest little’ monopolies in 
this country 18 that enjoyed by the pilots of 
New York. All the commerce of that great 
port, which is five-sixths the foreign trade of 
the whole country, has to pay tell to them. 
They are aclose corporation and resist im- 
provement, and maintain their privileges and 
other people’s abuses with all the evil perti- 
nacity of a medieval guild. During the War 
their charges were increased 65 per cent on 
account of the depreciation of the currency. 
The value of thiscurrency has since gone up, 
but their fees have not come down. They 
maintain charges on the shipping that enters 
New York harbor that are three and a half 
times those at Liverpool, nearly double those 
at London, and almost six times those at Bre- 
men. With the usual reactionary spirit of 
monopolies, they refuse to allow steam pilot 
boats to be used. Every pitot pays 10 pet cent 
of his earnings to a corruption fund spent 
at Albany every year to defeat all attempts 
to introduce reform or competition. The 
disbursers of this fund are never called 
upon to account for its expenditure. 
By such means the owners of a 
few schooners are enabled to levy tribute 
on heir own terms on the commerce of vir- 
tually the whole country. The merchants of 
New York have made attempt after attempt 
to unseat these Old Men of the Sea, but with- 
out success. New York legislators are deaf 
to appeals of public policy when they hear 
the chink of the 10 per cent that is to be di- 
vided among them. What arguments iru- 
ence the Pilot Commissionefs can be guessed 
—certainly not those of the merchants. These 
pilots are one of many groups of robber barons 
that take tithe of the produce the West 
ships abroad, and of what it receives in pay- 
ment. The railroads, the elevators, the 
pilots, the middlemen of all kinds take ad- 
vantage of their position to extort more of 
the fruits of other people's labor than they 
are entitled to. Is there no remedy for these 
abuses? If the great State of New York 
cannot keep its common carriers in subjec- 
tion to the laws of reasonable and equal 
charges, the West must appeal to a greater 
State, which has the power under the Consti- 
tution to regulate commerce — tho States.

THE “SKIRMISHING” FUND. 
CONTINUATION OF THE EXAMINATION AS TO 
WHO GOT AWAY rr rr. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 8.—Ten subscribers to the 
Irish * skirmishing fund continued their 
investigation this noon into the alleged 
squandering of the fund by its trustees. 
James Cromien presided, and the meeting 
was an exceptionally orderly one for the 
“ skirmishers,”’ with only a single flurry, and 
that just before the adjournment. ‘ihe In- 
vestigating Committee, through its Chair- 
man, Mr. Cromien, presented in detail the 
results of its week’s labors, which cunsisted 
principally in taking back charges against 
the trustees and handlers of the fund, and 
announcing the fact that both O’Donovan- 
Rossa and John Devoy had been invited to 
be present at the meeting and if possible ex- 
plain away the charges of dishonesty made 
one against the other. Neither of those 
patriots was present, however. The first cor- 
rection made was in reference to the charge 
that 
O’DONOVAN-ROSSA HAD GIVEN A FORGED 


CUKCK 
to John J. Breslin. The committee investi- 


gated this matter, and found that on Sept. 
26, 1876, when O’Donovan-Rossa had given 
the clieek in dispute, there was $1,200 in the 
bank on which it was drawn—the Bowery 
National—to the credit of Rossa. Before the 
check was presented, however, Kelly and 
McCrea had had the skirmishing” fund at- 
tached for a bill of $141.6. This claim, 
with costs, was satisfied in October, 1876, and 
there then remained a balance of over $1,000, 
and the eheck would have been paid after 
that date had. it been presented, 
so the bank cashier infornied the 
committee. Therefore it withdraws the 
charge that the check was forged or dishon- 
ored by the maker, particularly as Rossa’s 
account held good for nine months there- 
after. The next retraction was tlie charge 
that $12,000 had been paid out of the fund to 
the pruprietors of the Jrish World. How 
Augustine Ford came to have that amount 
of the fund in hia possession was explained 
at length in a statement made by Patrick 
Ford. The funds were borrowed by Augus- 
tine Ford on abundant security as 
A PERSONAL LOAN TO A FRIEND. 
The coupons as they came due were given 
tu the trustees, and two years ago the 
bonds were returned intact to Mr. Breslin, 
whose receipt for their return Mr. Ford now 
has. Mr. Ford further stated in his letter 
thar the Irish World in no way derived one 
cent of benefit from the fund, but that, on 
the contrary, he had contributed several 
hundred dollars from his own pocket to the 
fund. A resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed exonerating the Fords from "ve | im plica- 
tion in the disposal of the moneys of the fund. 
Ine third feature of the report was the way 
in which $2,030.90 had been used out of the 
fund as expenses for the John O’Mahoney 
funeral. When O’Mahoney’s body was taken 
to lreland the Fenian Brotherhood sent two 
delegates to represent it. To pay their ex- 
penses $1,000 was drawn from tne fund by 
cheek by O’ Donovan-Rossa, claims

Miss Laura Don“ New Play, “A Deugh- 
ter of the Nile,” at the Grand Opera- 
House, 

Miss Laura Don, an actress well known in this 
city, presented her new play. A Daughter of 
the Nile,” of whieh she is the authoress, for the 
first time in this city at the Grand Opera-House 
last eyening, to a large audience. The piay was 
produced some weeks ago in New York City, but 
the press was not iavish in its praise of the 
work, and it seemed as though the critics were 
endeavoring to do as well toward Miss Don as 
they possibly could, The presentation 
of the play last evening was some- 
what' of a disappointment, as the work 
of the authoress has been highly praised, but it 
does bear the stamp of originality. at least. I 
appears like the creation of a romantic woman’s 
brain, and, altbough improbale and obscure at 
times, it may, with judicious pruning, be made a 
strong play. 

The story of the play is a simple one, and the 
plot is not at all strong. Angus Somerdyke, an 
Eogiish Lord, appears at the house of the Aliyns, 
an oid and weaithy family residing on the banks 
of the Hudson, and represents himself as a poor 
artist. The daughter, Egypt Alyn, and the 
niece, Katrina „ Doth fall desperately in 
love with the n an. The former is a 
sort of a dependent, while the latter is rich and 
proud. Sbe commands Lgypt to appear indiffer- 
ent to Angus, and she is uvbiiged to obey. Final- 
ly Daniel Grewges, Somerdyke’s companion, m- 
duces Egypt to run away by telling her that An- 
gus ig false to ber, and Angus, thinking be has 
been jilted, marries Katrina. All of this occurs 
during the first two acts. 

After a lapse of eight years Egypt is discovered 
living in luxury in Paris under the name of 
Prinéess Yeddo, a celebrated artist. Katrina, 
who bas a liaison with a Count Mornay, comes to 
her and asks ber for money, being ignorant of 
ber identity. Eovpt tells ber to expiain 
all. to der husband and ask him 
for the money. This she does in the Garden of 
the Naiad's Well, and Zgypt is ou the scene dis- 
guised as a statue. Kutrina threatens to throw 
herself in the well unless ber husband gives ber 
the money sue needs, and, as be refuses to do 80, 
she jumps in. Hyypt makes herself known and 
Lord Somerdyke denouuces her as a murderess. 
Sue flees to the garrett of an old hag, Mother 
Drury, for shelter, and is there made aware of 
the fact that the oid woman is her mother. In 
the inst act Lord Sumerdyke tells ber that bis 
wife bas eioped with anower mau and she con- 
sents to marry him. 

The story is pervaded by a delightful air of 
mystery and aftereach act the audience want 
to know what it is all about, but, being unable 
to fidd out, they are obiiged to remain and solve 
the mystery. Mies Don deserves a great deal of 
credit for what she has doue, as there are but 
few American actresses on the stage who could 
do the same thing. The language of the-play is 
bright and witty at times, the situa dons are et- 
fective, and tne scene effects are very good. 
It i probable that the play will meet 
with success here As the Chicago 
public is alwaye ready to support 
the tonest efforts of a woman in any direcuon. 

The company supporting Miss Don is only fatr. 
Harry Lee, as Angus Somerdyke, does some very 
good work, but his drawl grows tiresome at 
times.

AGENT TIFFANY. 


Serious Charges Against Him Made by 
an Interpreter, 

Wen Ari., Oct. 8.— Charles Hussler, 
interpreter at the San Carlos Agency for the 
past years, in an interview with a Star re 
porter, says the origin of the dissatisfaction 
among the Indians was caused by the con- 
duet of Agent Tiffany, who, instead of giving 
rations to the Indians, sold to traders. Last 
season Hussier instructed Tiffany to say to 
the White Mountain Indians that the pro- 
ceeds of their allowance would be used to 
purchase plows, wagons, etc., but failing to 
receive them caused much discontent A 
prominent Mormon wag killed last May, and 
the report given out that the Destroying 
Angels of the Mormons did the work. 
Hussler states that the murder wascommit- 
ted by six White Mountain Apachés, four of 
whom acknowledged the affair to him recent- 
ly, and said they covered the body, by advice 
of white men, so as to guard the Indians 
from suspicion, who never bury their vic- 
tims. He states that these Indians have 
been engaged largely in stealing stock for 
two years in Southern Arizona and Sonora, 
driving it on a ranch near the reservation, 
belonging to an American, who always al- 
lorved them a few head when they did not 

t their allowancé at the agency. These 
acts were well known to the agent. He 
states that the principal raidimy, killing, 

plundering ot the reservation 
mee was planned by one or two whites. 
His relations with the agency as interpreter 
compelled secrecy, as Tiffany was always 
scheming to protect his wards, no matter 
what they were gullty of. He has revealed 
a state of things at San Carlos under Agent 
Tiffany that is fearful, the facts of which are 
in possession of the proper authorities, and 
which cannot at present bé given to the pub- 
lie until the parties who have been in com- 
plicity with the Apaché murderers and 
thieves are taken into custody,

Dr. Felix Adler and his local associates, 
Jadge Booth and Judge Waite, are excellent 
men, excelient citizens—men whose hearts are 
tun of care and reflection over the evils of 
modern society—and, being such members of 
the community, they are entitied to universal 
respect. In their recent public meetings and 
subsequent conference they declare the inabiii- 

y of the Onristian church to bring mankind 

: „ and they propose as a substitute for 
all present and past religivns, societies of what 
they designate progress or culture. Thus 
these worthy men propose a most sweepimg 
reform, and this proposal lies open for the con- 
sideration of us all, tobe accepted or rejected.

active operation a society of the quality be tas 

recently suggested in our West. The changes 
suggested and set in motion by Luther, and Cal-

attaching too little importance to earth end law 
and ——— and are inducing men, women, and 
children to wait iu faith and hope fora sccond life, 
the discipics of culture are laying the trst 
foundations, as they think, of a development 
which shall find in this life a reason and an ade- 
quate arena. Such in a hasty but not unjust 
outline is the proposed Society of Culture. 

As against the fuunding of this new institu- 
tion we set up the plea that the modern church 
is just as truſy a mode of mental progress as 
will be this one yet in its earliest infancy. If 
the mind must and can be developed only by 
studying science and by discarding prayer and 
Providence, then it is indeed time fur anew 
sanctuary tu be found; but if civilization and 
retinement are more the condidon of the soul 
thun the theories of the intellect, then the old 
church is adequate and the ne is not demanded 
by the millions of our world. Having wade 
good its escape from the Dark Ages, the church 
is now the advocate of ali those huiwanities 
which, thougb veiled in cloudj charmed even old 
Cicero, and each generation becomes fuller of 
sympathy and tenderness. it no ionger post- 
pones bappiness to some point beyond the grave, 
but it asks ail ite members, young and old, to 
consider life a unit and to und it possible Heaven 
on this side of Jordan as well as hope for it be- 
yond. It says with Dr. Alder. Heaven or Hell is 
within the soul, bound up ia character and con- 
duct. and it differs with the scientist only only 
in making mao a cniid of immortality instead of 
time. Whatever the church may have done in 
the benigbted past, the Christianity of today 
sees our earth in all its beauty, and equais the 
evolutionists in advancing the homes, and bed 
ty. and education, and progress of man. Great 
changes in tbe Christian estimate of the earthly 
life bave come in sight of the recent generation. 
The theological notion that eerth was the prop- 
erty of Satan and Heaven the property of 
God, has paseed away like a black cloud, and has 
let a bitherto unknown sunsbine fall duwn 
richly upon these three-score years, and the 
ebureh of to-day behoids, and admires, and 
obeys the p and possibilities of time. If 
the Society of Culture intends to surpass all ad- 

oining philosoptlers ta its estimate of this world, 
t is to be pitied more than praised; for already 
the public love of life is large enough to make 
the grave too painful a destiny of the beart. A 
culture that would lessen the terrur of death 


-would find in our ear a beartier welcome. A 


better estimate of this world was demanded 
when the ancborites dweit in caves, and woen 
the human love of God was measured by the 
buman coniemptof earth; demanded when men 
ate grass in Syria so as to be as brutes beiore an 

eoded God. and when tne St. Simeons stood 
for a year upon one foot to expel sian from the 
fiesh, but no new valuation of our days is 
needed in an a which loves childhood and 
youth and maturity so ardentiy that it is asking 
every device and remedy and art how life may 
be made longest, and asking gold and education 
and friends and home bow life can be made hap- 
piest. No pressing demand, therefore, exists 
for this one of the religion of culture. 
The churen's culture invoives a sublime esti- 
mate of earth. 

But the theory of Dr. Alder involves a wor- 
ship of progress, and affirms that this onward 
march is the only human relation to a God. 
This progressive power is His retigion. He 
knows nothing else of the Creator. Such is the 
religion of culture; it demands the love of 

rogress without knowing whitber the progress 


shore toward which the great engine is hurt 
their ship. They eat, drink, reud, talk. an 
laugh because their voyage is toward something. 
But takeaway the two shvures and the heart finds 
no place for an enthusiasm over progress. The 
companions of Columbus in cheir bitterness of 
grief and revoit teil us mat man does not love to 
sail when he knows notbing and dreams nothing 
of any ultimate continent. But this * progress” 
of Dr. Alder offers us not even an island. but 
asks man to be sat with the fact the 
soip is sailmg. AfeW minds muy thus become 
at peace, but so far as the miilions are con- 
cerned the advantage will always remain with 
the religion that shall wave a flag of beauty 
upon the further sbore. Even should this fur- 
ther shore be veiled in clouds and be of un- 
known distance and quality yet from it, there 
Will always come to the ear of mortality certain 
morning and evening music which the dying 
generauons will listen for while our race en- 
dures. 


In its estimate of earth this society of culture 
does not sur the church; in its theory of 
it fatie far into the rear, because it 
offers few motives of an advance. In other de- 
taila of its “culture” itis equally tnfortunate. 
Culture cannot imply 1 special study of or 
faith in the Darwinian theories of creation or 
any peculiar ideas for or against prayer; for 
Idaac Newton, and Coleridge, and Cowper, and 
Wordsworth, and Bryant were cultured minds 
without any assistance from the study of evolu- 
And thus in all bistory there have ap- 
peared sublime names of whose merit and fame 
modern scientific nouons made not a singic 
thread. It did Virgil and Cicero no great harm 
that they did not kaow there were prairies and 
bison across the Western Sea. Cuiture ia, there- 
fore, not an espousal of any or of ali geolo- 
gies, Or astropomies, or chemistries. The poems 
* a Greek lamp were as rich and 
musical as those inacribed on gilt paper beneatn 
an electric light. When Goidemith did his vest 
work for literature be thought the American 
Indians could pass over the Niagara Fails in 
safety in their bark canoes. A culture that will 
resembie a religion will not dure expect much 
from a study of certain scientific volumes. but 
it must look elsewhere for an analysis of itself. 
Culture must largely cuusist in a discovery and 
love of the laws of life and honor. and of ail 
the relations of man to man. Manbood and 
womanhood are only a delicate perception of 
reiations and duties, and hence the child which 
loves all life and joy is more cultivated than 
the Seneca who consented to the atroci- 
ties of Nero, and the Wilberforce who 
interceded for slaves was more cultured 
than the twelve Crsars. Thus culture does 
not depend on the physical theories of stars 
and animals, but upon the quality of soul which 
pervades the organism of man. Culture is love, 
and justice, anc equity; and this being true, the 
Christian Church is following a leader whose 
education was grand beyond parallel. The 
power of Jesus bas never been contaiged in the 
doctrive that He bougtt salvation by His literal 
biood; it bas never reposed inte idea that He 
was a part of a Trinity, but it has aiso been the 
intivenace of a God-ltike soul—a soul that over- 
flowed with all the virtues known to the stu- 
dents of morals and character. Mrs. Jameson 
suid — ago that the true Christianity is 
only the higbest form of civilization; and what 
was seen in shadow in ber day may be scen 
now in fat clearer light. No modern sympathy 
for the millions can surpass that Palestine 
sympatby; no new church of today can find 
warmer tears for. the poor than the tears which 
teil around the cradie of the old cbhurcb; no So- 
ciety of Culturecan by any means reach better 
laws of progress and happiness than these two: 
Love your neighbor as yourselt, and Blessed 
are the pure in heart.” 

Followmg such a leader, so full of woral law 
and moral beauty. the oid church even in davs 
of its errors and darkness created a new world 
out of a rude chaos. it helped carry forward 
vast masses of men, it taught architecture, and 
painting, and music, and courity. and bope, and 
righteousness. It did not quickiy make the 
world perfect,nor will any rival or any suc- 
cessor transform ina day a world which moves 
only in great thousand year pulsations. It sent 
missionaries to distant lands, and prayed and 
sang its desire that bumanity should put away 
sin an? clothe itself witb virtue. 

Stand: amid such truths, shall we not all 
say that old church is adequate to meet ail 
the ends 1 by a world of culture and 
Sp ghery t bas many forms for many minds. 

t is just entering upon a new and broader ca- 
recr—a career pot of creeds, but of sympathy, 
and education, and moruis; and having organi- 
zation and great means to good ends it asks for 
a new day of tion. Mar no new schemes 
arise to distract further the public mind and en- 
tan more bupelesiy the young in the meshes 
of bts and unbelief, but may we all offér a 
strong ana wiume hand to that philosoph 
which estimates to the uttermost our world i 
its beauty, our neighbor in his waots, our 
in His mystery, our grave in its hopes.

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This being the constitution of mau. it is only 
natural that, as the moral sense is more or less 
developed, and the judgment as to what is right 
is called into action, there sbould arise parties. 
or associations; that men should take sides. If 
it be asked how this can be when the moral ele- 
ment is a part of each one, the auswer is that 
the moral sense is not equally developed in all. 
In some it is dominant; is superior to the sug- 
gestions of pleasure or gain; whilst in others the 
appetites or the passions have the mastery, and 
carry men so far that they take sides against 
law, and order, and morality. Another reason is 
round in the fact that men differ in their moral 
judgments as to what is right and how to con- 
serve it. It is not the office of conscience to say 
what is right; that is the sphere of reason, or of 
judewent; wullst conscience simply brings to 
light the fact of right, and of moral obligauons, 
and impeis to their performance. And bence men 
are often found standing avart, and seemingly on 
opposit sides - und in judgment reaily are opposed 
whiist in trueuess to conviction or to conscience 
they are as oue. any a martyr hasgone to 
the stake feelimg it his duty to die for the truth, 
whilstit may be that sometimes the very per- 
sons who kindled the fires did it with a human 
regret, but were urged on by the feeling that 
the cause of truth demanded that the heretic 
should be burned. But bad these severe parti- 
sans and cruel persecutions looked at the cuse in 
a broader light, it might bave occurred to thew 
that in a moral issue, one who was con- 
scientiovs enougu to die for his principles was 
certainly enough to live with such princi- 
pies. And the same kindof broader thinking 
might suggest to many in our day, who exuait 
parties and dogmas above principle, that moral 
honesty and conscientiousness are at the root 
and heart of ali uobility of life and obaracter, 
and hence should be estèemed ot more value in 
a church or a party than perfect mental agree- 
ments upon technical points. For such perfect 
agreement in thought has never been pussibie 
iu any la among men of strong indi” 
viduality and with courage equal to their oon, 
victions. It is possibiy only under a system o 
dictation and repression that must lead either to 
moral dishonesty or to mental stagnation. 

These retiections suegest as the theme of our 
further retiections at tuis hour the duty of tol- 
eration. 

Looking at society ia its various church and 
party reiations, and as often seemingtv stand ug 


on different sides, or as for, and against, one BP 


shoyid readily perceive how inipurtant it is that 
— wa that thus divide and classify man as on 
the wrong or the rigot side should be drawn with 
great care. A too radical or party classification 
often does individuals and societics great iujus- 
tice. They are set down as bemg against the 
truth and the right, when in fact they are try- 
ing as best they know and can to be on the side 
of both. And in tas way confusion comes into 
the army, and friends are mistaken for foes, 
and the soldiers are set to firing upon each 
other, and not at the real enemies, 

As an illustration of this we may refer to the 
temperance cause. A huodred years ago tem- 
perunce in he modern sense was not an issue 
either in morals or politics. It was felt that 
drunkenness was an abuse anda sin, but mod- 
erate drinking was common among many of the 
cleruy and generally practiced by tne people, 
and was not thought wrong. Then cane volun- 
tary pieages of abstinence trom distilled liquors, 
and later from wine and beer. Then came the 
more moderate legislattve ucts, such as bigber 
taxation and jocai option and the protection of 
minors, all of which seemed just, and hence 
have secured large and easy majorities and have 
the moral sappert uf the better classes ia all 

arties. But many earnest and sincere persons 

velieve the evil of intemperance cannot 
be successfully restrained by what are called 
legisiative rerulations, and nee they would 
strike at the root vf the evil by legal probibi- 

; by so amending the Constituuons of the 
States and we Nation us to make the manufact- 
ure and sale of all aicobolic drinks a crime, and 
hence to bring all the power of laws of this land 
to bear for tts utter exterminadop. And when 
we consider the abuses of aicohol—tbe crime, 
and poverty, and suffering, and ruio that ne 
along the dreadful pathway, and when we sear 
the piteous cries of mothers, and wives, and 
widows, and orphans that come up like an awful 
wail from the regions of the lost, it is not 
Strange that many sbould say, Let us rise up 
and crush out this devil of destruction. And 
there is about the movement an inspiradon and 
enchantment—a kind of moral grandeur in the 
very sweep and thoroughness ot its aims that 
captivates not afew who would not espouse the 
cause in a wiider form. N 

But there are many temperate veople—tem- 
perate in the sense that they never drink to ex- 
cess—and many whose national drink in ower 
lands was wine and beer, aud who ciaim the 
richt to make end use these beverages, and 
many who do not drink at all who are just as 
conserentiously op to legal probibiuon. 

y see the evils of intemperance, and pray 
and work for their removal; they favor local 
option and higher taxation; but they fear that 
which even looks like su:nptdary laws; and bo- 
youd wnat is regulating and protective they 
have very little faith in wwe power of law to re- 
fourm the appetites of man. 

Now, all these parties are at one in 8 the 
evil and desiring its removal, But they differ 
us to the best methods; and some May differ as 
to what temperance is, claiming that it is the 
coascientious right of all who desire to do so to 
use wine and beer in moderation, believing that 


this is temperance... This is the puosidon of muss 


of our fureign fellow-citizeus, and they cer- 
tainiy bauvearigot to their own views, Aud 
others, such as Dr. Crosby of New York, 
and Drs. Holland and Noyes of our own city, 
who would not advocate the use of any stimu- 
jant as a beverage, are yet opposed to the probi- 
bition movement. And it would certainiy be a 
very great injustice to class such men, and all 
who advocate and practice temperance, as the 
evuemies of the temperance cause and tpe 
friends of intemperance. There is needed the 
broad toleration that welcomes and ciuims all as 
the friends of this great reform who are at one 
in the great end to be attained, and at one in 
conscientiousness, but who may dilfer as to the 
best methods. The basty and undiscriminat- 
ing Classification that sets down ali as against 


us who “ who go not with us in our metbods, 


is unjust and hurtful. Tbe doctrine of Jesus is 
that they that are not against us are for us.“ 

Avother iliustragon of this hasty and unjust 
c'assiftication of persons as being on the wrong 
side, and aguinst the right, may be found in the 
religious world. 

Nothing bas been more common in the history 
of Christianity than the readiness and almost 
ind: ference with when man and sucieties bave 
been branded as iatidels and set down as op- 
posed to religion. Of course,it would be going 
to the other extreme to say that nere have 
been no intidels and that Christianity bas bad no 
real enemies. But the mistake and the injustice 
have been in a too hasty and sweeping denua- 
ciation by which those who heid different views, 
but who at heart were its real triends, have 
been set down as its enemies. Thus the com- 
mon feeling nas deen tov readiiy and almost 
tondly cherished by Protestants that Catholics 
are enemies to the faith and to religion; and the 
same feeling bas been largely cherished among 
Catholics toward Protestants. And when wu 
come to the different branches of Protestautism 
there has Leen not a little of the same hursu and 
hasty critidism. Mr. Wesley tells us that ju his 
day. a bundred years ayo, to say there goes an 
Armibian, was about the same as to raise the 
cry of mad dos. And thus there bas raged a 
long and aften bitter war between Calvinists 
and Arminans. In the early days of Metbodisia 
ber ministers were not permitted to enter 
other pulpits. and pious parents were more care- 
fulto keep their children away from a Metu- 
odist meeting than from a cireusor a dance. 
Aud thus, too, were the Unitarians called infidel 
because of their diferent estimate of the per- 
son and work of Christ: and the littie Univer- 
salist denommuadon bas. been denvunced for its 
larror views of the mercy of , and for hoid- 
ing up a little white tlag of hope above the dark 
lake and night, when others saw only utter de- 
spair, and for prophesying a tinal harmony ia 
the oe of good, When Others told only of 
endless rebellion in the wide domain of God. 

And thus, too, bas there been a long warfare 
between the students of nature and of wind, or 
between scientists and philosophers on the one 
hand and the students of the Bible and of the- 
ology onthe other. The scientists wne have 
turned the great leaves of the book of Nature 
and tried to read there the handwriting of God, 
have been suspected as intidels and enemies, 
because their conclusions did not always agree 
with the interpretations that theologiaus piaced 
upon God's other revelations iu the Bible. 

Now, when we analyze this lung debate and 
strife by which the Chured of God has been di- 
vided, and His children bave been arrayed ia 
lines of battle one against the other, what are 
the real, the vital questions at issue? Has the 
d. ference generally veen joteliectual or moral? 
Have the r parties bad at heart the 
love of truth and right? Or shall we say one 
party bas been intenuvoally false, and thus cast 
upon s large a uumber of our brothers the 
dark suspicion of beihg the enemies of truta 
and God? And if so. who shall we say are the 
false and who the true? For it will not be 
questioned that often what has been called talse 
in Our age bas been accepted as true in an- 
other. Should we not rather credit our fellow 
beings—otr orothers of different veliefs—with a 
— — —— — — say that after ali our 
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moral quality ot acuons 

and saivation is ia the spirit of faith, or che de- 
sire to know and accept tae truth, and in toe 
purpose of the obedient heart to do the will of 


dis- 

cipieship, and not the exact peroepddon of a 
dogma, Christ received and welcomed as His 
followers and as workers in His Kingdom those 
of dull perceptions and of different views; and 
in the text He rebuxed His discipies because

children of God come to see that what He asks 
is the beart and the life; and that the work of 
religion is more in casting out the great devils 
or evils of pride and selllsaness umd lust and 

ions that afflict and destroy men and socie- 
ty than in debating over the little poluts of dif- 
ference us to trine. It any man is working 
honestly for truth, he is the friend of truth. It 
any man is bonestly working fur ang form of 

d in society, for temperance or purity or 
iberty or justice, or any mora! reform, he is the 
friend of rignt, and not tae enemy. He is my 
brother, and I will take bim by the band, be be 
Romanist or Protestant, Orthodox or Liberal, 
Democrat or Republican, Probibiconist, or for 
local nee hiau taxation. But, say you, 
How if you don’t agree? if he is au bonest man 
and working as he thinks best for the good of 
the world, wa do agreein a common aim or pur- 
pose, though we may differ in our judgments as 
to tbe best neans. , 

The time bas comé, my friends, for the great 
reconciliations of truth; for great moral agree- 
meuts amoug med; for emphusi ug agreements 
and hearty codperation in work rather thao 
standing out for party names apd distinenons. 
The time has come when the interests of hu- 
manity rise above and sink out of sieht all petty 
strifes and prejudices. Aud I teil you there 
slowly but surely coming, like gathering rain- 
crops in the storm, a pubiic sentiment in this 
land and in the wide world that will take the 
vital questions of life, and society, and religion 
out of the bands of narrow partisans and sec- 
tarians, and bring them into the great court of 
humavity; and then spall truth, and justice, and 
liberty, and rient, and religion make their 
tinal appeal. And the decision of that court ts 
not uncertain, for though many Kauvw it pot, 
yet the Judge in that court of humanity of the 
world is Jesus Unris:, the Son of Man, and the 
Sen of God. And when the struggling millions 
shall see Curist as He is; that He welcomes all 
seekers of truth, and all workers—come tbey 
late or early to His vineyard; that He tenderly 
gathers all that is true and good; that He is the 
friend of sinners, the friend of liberty and jus- 
tice, the friend of the poor as well as the rich, 
they will hasten to crown Him King of Kings 
and Lord ot all. Andas this great tribunal of 
God and man is slowly taking its place iu public 
sentiment and creating a conscieuce of the na- 
tions, we find the appeals tu mere party or sect 
are losing their power, and the people are suy- 
ing, Give us statesmen of great breadth and 
purity wo can legisiate for the world; give us 
scholars that love the truth and dare tell it; and 
give us a relizion that leaves the mind free to 
think and grow; that will satisfy the reason, and 
fill the oeart, and beautify the lite. 

The time has come when our world should 
make common cause in its great want and work, 
and should giadiy welcome all and forbid none 
who come with much or little faith, who work 
in one way or another, only so they work. We 
should rejgice that the Congregationalists are 
tolerant enbugh to welcome a Newman Smytn 
and a Thayer, though both denied the doctrine 
of substitution, and neither was willing to limit 
all God's great mercy to these few years of 
earth, esbould rejoice that the Episcopal 
Church is broad enough to tolerate the high 
liturgical practices of our Brother Ritchie on the 
North Side. Why not tolerate such thinkers 
and euch usages? Are men to be saved by fur- 
bidd:og reason and bindiwge cousvience? When 
the worid is dying fur work, and tears are fall- 
ing. and hearts are failing, sball we forbid men 
uu come with ioving spirits and larger bope? 
Certataly not. Rather welcome all, and encour- 
age all, and in this broader toleration we shall 
find that many whow we thought were against 
us are fur us. 


DR. ‘LORIMER. 


“Prejudice and Its Antidote.” 

The following sermon was preached yesterday 
morning by the Kev. Dr. Lorimer in Piymouth 
Congregationai Church, before a large audience: 

And Nathanael said unto bim, Can there any 
good thing come out of Nazareth? Philip saith 
unto hyn aim, Come and see.—Jvhn, t., C. 

When Saui was elected King of Israel, at a 
time when the nation needed a brave heart and 
a brawuy arm to deliver it trom Philistine and 
Amimonite, some among the peopie treated him 
with contempt. It ie written, The chiidren of 
Belial said, How shall this man save us? And 
they despised bim, aud brought bim no pres- 
ents.”” Hemembering bis lowly origin, obscure 
station, and meagre attainments they could not 
believe that an Instrument so mean, and very 
likely so iuferior to themselves, could be chosen 
by the Aimigbty to rescue Israel from its ene- 
mies. Similar prejudices have confronted, and 
at all times have hampered. the men who have 
been called from bumbie rank to lead in enter- 
prises of “ pith and moment.“ To the profligate 
Arab, Elijan tne reformer, was a Vulgar 
and turbulent fellow; to the conserva- 
tive Jewish Christians, Paul, preaching to 
the Gentiles, became a dangerous innovator; 
to the arrogant Papal Church Luther was iitctie 
less thun a hend; to the sensitive Protestant 
radical Erasmus was little more than a turn- 
coat; and to the adherents of old methods and 
autique ways inventors, discoverers, and the 
whole order of restiess. spirits who perpetually 
advoeate improvement are very ill-conditioned 
and reckiess members of society. They are, iu 
the judgment of those whose interests they in- 
vade and whose cherisbed convictions they at- 
tack, churlish boors, fanatical visionariss,or seit- 
seeking and scheming rogues, whose words are 
entitied to nu weight and their proposed meas- 
ures to no respect. And weg, as is generally 
the case, these benefactors emerge from the 
lower strata of life, itis frequently exceedingly 
difficuit for those wo are separated from them 
by refinement and affluence to overcome class- 
prejudice and do ample justice to their abilities, 
their aims, and motives. 

Never was this despicable spirit more deplora- 
bly exbibited thau in the objections which were 
brought against Christ by the religious 
aristocracy and phbarisaical bigots of His 


generation These pious petrifactions 
ana spiritual sepulchres did not at- 
tempt to ascertain our Lord's true value by 
what He said or by what He did, but they eati- 
mated Him by the place and circumstances of 
His virth, and by His early advantages and social 
surroundings. “Dirt of Nazareth! do you 
say? Wo ever heard of any good thing come 
out of that wretched Galileau tuwa where un- 
circume.sed foreigaers contaminate the Hebrew 
population, and waere heathen putions are con- 
tinually circulated dy the caravans which pass 
and repass mat way?" Another remarks that 
it is a proverb which bag, deavended from re- 
move ages that nothing advantageous or ad- 
mirabie ever proceeded from that source, and 
that it is therefore incredible aud next to im- 
possible for the Messiah to have been born or 
reared there. Moreover, in the miuds ot not a 


few it was greatiy to His discredit that He 


should be poor, that He should be untaugut by 
the venerated rabbis, aud that He suould be 
unatteuded by the rich and the learned. They 
could see nuthing remarkable in Him bevause 
He wvure u peasants garb; they could hear 
nothing wonderful and musical in His speech 
because it was unfasbioned uy the rbeturic of 
the schools; and they could discern neither 
grace nor beauty in tils work, because it was 
wrought by bands bardened wun hovest toll. 
In a moment of indiguation Shakspeare ex- 
ciaims, “What an inüntt mock is this that a 
mau should have the best use of his eyes to see 
the way of blindness”; and assuredly is 
“the way of bimduess Which our Lord's 
critics, and all who aympatbize with them, tread 
when they measure worth by wealtb, genius by 
meneslogy, rectitude by rau. ness by 
greatness, and spiritual diguity by svucial dis- 
tinction. 

There is no end to human prejudices. They 
exist ig every mind; they ouch and penetrate 
every department of life. There is no bond 
uniting man to man so perfect that prejudice is 
not intertwined with it: there is no chain of 
fmendship with which it is not ioterluked; and 

re is no garment of faith in which it is not 
interwoves. Wherever we look we may see ir; 
wherever we turn we confront n. “Can any 
good thing come out of scienve?”’ exclaims the 
devout believer, whe is hauated by visions of 
materialism, and who would dave bis 
pastor denounce its advocates as the 
friends of ali unrighteousness. ‘Can any 
good thing come out of philosophy?’ inquires 
the eblid of God perplexed by sovculations and 
ma gage which have beither shore nor 

om; 


ment appointment; Can any good thing come 
out of trades-unions?” sadly quesdons she mo- 
nopolist; Can any good thing come out of cap- 
ital?” savagely retorts the trade-udivnist; 
Van any good thing come out of Komanism?”’

Were | asked to 
expiain the languid interest in religion, and 
Herce assaults upon its teachings in our time, | 
would do so mainly in one word—* prejudice. 
Men, seeing that it bas been perverted in the 
past, that it bas been employed as ao instru- 
ment of tyranay, that it hag been used as a bare 
rier to knowledge, and that it has been made a 
means of impoverisaing the people, ery out 
against it, and refusing to examine its mauifoid 
merits, denounce it as a fraud and a curee. 
They are unvwüllmg to aduiit mat mere is any 
truth in that which bas unhappily been asso- 
ciated with lies, just as a eupercilious exquisit 
might refuse to acknowledge bis King if for a 
season a tattered 22 should take the place 
1 0 


the 

into which the religious world is divided—name- 
ly: Their untallowed prejudices, which they 
frequently dignify with the sacred names of 
“loyalty,” “fu:thiulness,” and “consistency. 
How rarely does one denomination do justice to 
the piety, learning, zeal, and honesty of another; 
and bow natural it is for enlookers to declaim 
nguinst them all when thev so rend ly depreciate 
exaca other. Can any good thing come out of the 
Baptist, the rresbyterian, the Congregational, 
the Methodist, fold? they impliedly inquire ia 
their mutual criticisms, and intideis outside can- 
didily answer No“ to then all. Have they not 
themselves to blame for the untlattermg reply? 
Read any authentic accounts of what Protest- 
ants have said against Homaniats, and vice 
versa, and you will conclude that there never 
was a time when the Ronish Cuureh improved 
morals, ameliorated sia very. refined manners, 
and reformed abuses; and on the other side you 
will begia to think that the Protestant Courcn is 
a moral monstrosity, bloodthirsty, cruel, and 
atheistic. Both conclusions would be u- 
terly false, and yet wer are inevitabie 
from the remises, and they have 
wrought untold mischief. Hazlitt says, “If 
mere prejudice were dumb as well as deaf and 
bind, it would not mucna signify.” He is rignt; 
but the difficulty is it will keep on talking, and 
in the instance alluded to bas not ouly widened 
the breach between the rivals, but has brought 
them bot into contempt. 

Turning to other illustrations of this vice, we 
find men rejecting Christ on account of His 
origin. They argue that Re claims to be di- 
vine, but that He was born of a woman, reared 
in poverty, and bound to toil, and they cannot 
admit the possibility of such incougruitigs. 
“Can divinity proceed from humanity? Can 
the Bterval Good be born of corruptibie flesn?"’ 
they ask with asneer. They simply repeat the 
objection of Nathanael, but, uolike Nathanael, 
they are unprepared to give heed to what may 
be said in its refutation. Others are 8 
against Jesus, as it was iu beginning of His 
ministry, on account of His surrvundi 
They nt to the people who espouse 1 
cause; they cali attention to the fact that 

they are mainly poor, comparatively without ia- 
fluence ana educauono; and they note with scoro 
their peculiarities, their earnestness, devout- 
ness, and exciusiveness. Having dwelt at length 
ou their unattractive side, and exaggerated it, 
they ask, Is it credibié that the Almighty 
should identify Himseif with the foolisa and ig- 
norant, and pass by—as it would seem He has— 

the wise, the affluent, and the dignified?” You 
dou btiess recali the passage in our Lord's his- 
tory when he developed th the Jews the mys- 
terious doctrine of saivation and the result of 

His speech. He said to them,. lam the living 

bread which came down from Heaven; if any 

man eat of this bread he shall live forever; and 
the bread that I give is my flesh, which I will 
give for the lite of the world.” Whereupon 

“che Jews strove among themseives, saying, 

How can this man give us His flesh to eat? To 

which our Lord replied, “ Verily, verily, I say 

unto you, except ye eat the flesu of the Son of 

Man, and driok is blodd, ye have no life in 
you.” ‘This strange statement He amplited, anda 

many who heard Him, instead of meditating oa 
its signifeance, declared itto bea hard saying, 

went back, and followed no more alter Him. 

The same conduct is fepeated today The 
teachings of our Lord somebow are an offense 
to the pride of intellect, and to its preconceived 
theories, It is assumed that reason cannot ac- 
cept them, that intellectdaily they are ridicu- 
lous, and that practically they are impossible. 
and consequentiy they are scorned. Aud vet 
the meu who tulk in this way will profess them- 
seives enamored with thé inexplicable subtie- 
ties of Spinoza, the unnavigabi e seas of l. 
and the inaccessible cloudiand of Kant. 
reject the essential verities of Ubristianity on 
account of mystery. 1} deliberately propel 
their vessel in the direction of unending and 
undispersable fows. Is it ifkeiy that this course 
is dictated by impartial and thorough investi- 
gation, aud that itis free from bias? Nay, is it not 
more probable that these persons turn away 
from teaching: of Cartst, not because of in- 
herent absurdities, but because they are less 
congenial than those of the worid's philose- 
phers to their predetermined views of their own 
ability and of their owu fauk and order in the 
universe? 

I thought of this on readiag the reports 
of addresses delivered in this city last 
Sabbath by two eminent leaders of free 
religion—Mr. Salter and Prof. Felix 
Adler. These rontiemen favored the 
public with their views of preseut moral evils, 
and theirremedy. They both agreed in setting 
aside Onpristianity as antiquated and as power- 
less to heal, and yet neither of them was pre- 
pared to offer an available substitute. Mr. Sait- 
er suggested that the ethics of Jesus should be 
revised and amended; but he really unfolded no 
new principle of moral conduct, and none 
that Jesus had not already anticipated. He 
ought to have shown that the demand of the age 
is not foranew system Of morals, but for the 
earnest espousal of the system which we now 
have; and instead of sneering at that which he 
could not improve be sbould have tried tw in- 
duce his bearer- to practice it. Prof. Adler was 
equally iofelicitous. He advocated moral evo- 
lution as the remedy; but if there is any mean- 
ing in the words be might as weil have recom- 
mended immortality. Evolution is not some- 
thing to be determined by volition; we cannot 

“burry it or command it. It is independent of 
our action. Lf that is the cure, vain do we call 
on men “to be evolved"; they can’t “evolve” 
as they can repent. To deliberately propose 
evolution as the remedy of existing moral evils 
is go abandon the questions of reform as imprac- 
tigable, and to leave the human race to the un- 
certainties of the future. And yet for this vague 
and almost imbecile gospel the teachings of 

Jesus are thrust aside; and on account of preju- 
dices doctrines are taught which are of all 
———— most gratuitous, visionary, and disas- 

rous. 

We are told that Socrates disclaimed superior 
knowledge, and said that the difference between 
bimself and the rest of the world was that he 
knew what be did not know, and che rest ot the 
world did not know whatit dia not know. This 
is the spirit now sadly neéded. Were we all as 
modest as the Greek sage, could we recogaize, 
as he did, our oa limitations, we would be lesa 
liable to Judgments whic® are the offaprings of 
self-conceit and self-intatuacion. Hazlitt tells 
us that prejudice is the child of ignorance. Un- 
doubtedly its premises ate shaped by ignorance, 
and necessarily its conciusions must be biguted 
and obstipate. If thisis so, then the antidote 
needed, and the oniv available antidote, must be 
enlightenment. Ouly knowledge can arrest it 
and cure it, whether itis found in the various 
wa ks of lite among rulets, merchants, or peas- 
ants: whether in the several spheres of accun, 
social, political, aud industrial, or io the differ- 
ent regis of thought, scientific, philosophical, 
and religious. This may be inferred from the 
fact that in proportion at education has spread, 
and peoples have come through travels and 
reading to understand each other better, Na- 
Uonal and even religious prejudices bave 
abated, Grave as the evil is today, 
it cannot compare with the times 
when every wan was an enemy 
to every other wan of aiferent biood and dit- 
fereut creed, Then interchange of thougat and 
of courtesy was rare aud next to impossibie, 
while now it is frequent, and nations and re- 
ligtons are drawing closer together in rejacions 
of sacred amity. The cure that we seek then 
must still lie in the direction of knowledge. The 
more familiar we becouje with the world the 
more clearly will we see that there is good in 
everything; that there is no beart without some 
spark of virtue, no faith without some ray of 
truth, and no life without some touch of grand- 
eur. We will be surprised to find the 7,000 ro- 
Tusing io bow the knee to Baal m every coun- 
try, aud among peoples the most opposit from 
euch other and most répugnant to ourselves. 
As we open our eyes to behold the cus- 
toms, convictions of other lands and ages, and 
teel ag we look on them that they are antago- 
nistic ta ourselves, we cannot but rejoice to see 
among them, and really neut ems against them, 
“ the chariots and the borses of the Lord.” This 
deeper insight into the meaning of th will 
paturaily restrain our pe — and K 
us towards narrowness ce 

Moreover, we shall bejoctined towards charity 
the n. ore we reflect on 4 changes which take 
piace in buman opinion relative to the works of

Bretbren, 8 we cannot tell whether 
God has given the true faith ta Catholic, Kpisco- 
pallan, Baptist, Congregadonal, or Unitarian, or 
touwbich He has given the fac simile, but we 
may believe it to be possessed by that body 
which is best loved by God and man. Then, if 
we seek to know which most truthfully may 
claim tho honor of such highest love, we shail 


und so mjuch that is pure and beautiful among 


them all that we shall confess our inability to 
decide between them. And turning from our 
search, we sball carry with us such impressions 
of their exceliencies that prejudice shali no 
louger rear unnecessary barriers between them 
and us. 

When Nathanea! lacredulousiy inquired: “Can 
any good thing come out of Nazareth? the re- 
reply be received was: Come and see.“ That 
is, tne disciple realized in the case of Jesus that 
knowledge of Him would lead to faith in Him. 
Aud he was right. Contact with the Savior re- 
sulted in the conversiva of the skeptic. We are 
encouraged to “kaow Him whom to know 1s 
life eternal“; and an Apostie urges us to 
“ Grow in knowledge of our Lord Jesus Carist.” 
Only in this way can those prejudices be 
healed which prevent so many from avow- 
ing themselves his  fvliowers. In its 
light our views will change, our opinions 
wl ve reversed, and what we have conside 
heretofore as uoreasonabie wil fall into har- 
mony with clearest and strongest thougat. We 
say, therefore, to you, as did Philip, * Come and 
see.” “ Benoid the man! Behoid Him ta His 
earthly ministry, in ail the wonders uf His per- 
son, His speech, and deeds; for all that He was, 
or said, or did was wonderful. **Hengld the 
Lamb of God which taketh away the sin of the 
world,” who died, and whose death imparted to 
the world a new consciousness of guilt and a 
new bope of cleansing; yea, behold He is 
alive for evermore,” and Behold He cometh 
with clouds; and every exe shall see Him, and 
they also which pierced Him, and all kindreds 
of earth shali wail because of Him, and beboid- 
ing Him in His gracious humility and giorious 
exaltation unbelief win remove forever from 
thy heart.

They were 
liturgical because one of the most important 
features of the Christian churca was worship, 
and to secure it to, the greatest number was 
to have a common form of worship. 
The reformation in Eugland, he said, was not 
wholly a religious movement, but partly State 
policy. The tirst steps to free the country from 
the Papal yoke were taken under the reign of 
Henry VIII., but the actual reformauon began 
under his successor, Edward VL, who intro- 
duced the prayer-book—though it was little 
more than a KRomish work. It taught the people 
to study. and iu turee years’ time the second 
pruyer- book was put forth, under which rapid 
progress was made in evaagelistic religion. 

Uufortunateiy Edward died, and his successor, 
“Bioudy Mary,” bemg a stauen Uutaoiic, 
clearéd ber remm of Protestants. Then came 
the Sagacious Elizabeth, a Protestant ruler wita 
UCathbouc subjects. Acting the bart of a wise 
Queen, she took Edwurd's second prafer-bouk 
aud eoough of the tirst one to appease her 
Catholic suvjecis, and issued a book wien is the 
prayer-book of the Episcopal Chureh today. 
Many of the pussages in this bock dave 
long been. known to be objecaonubie, 
but they huve been giossed over and allowed to 
stand. Une of ue most notabie efforts to 
change the work, expunging the Romisa doc- 
trines, Was in lam, woeu a bouk was issued which 
is like the Keformed Episcopal prayer-boox of 
today, but for political reasous it was considered 
unwise to adupt the change. 

Kpiscopalians have felt that these 
objecuonabie counges would cause troubie.

The Usual Sunday Stabbing—Thomas 
Higgins Dangerousiy Cut Without 
Cause by James Ourtise—Arrest of His 
Assalliant. 

It has come to such a pass that if Sunday goes 
by without a murder or serious affray the police 
begin casting about for the reason of the un- 
usual oceurrence. Yesterday kept its credit 
good, the West Twelfth street district being the 
po@ne of a comparatively unprovoked assault 
with a knife, the victim being so badly stabbed 
that hopes of his recovery are very slight. 

About half-past 1 o'clock in the afternoon 
Thomas Higgins, 19 years of age, who lives at 
No. 515 South Union street, was walking along 
Tweuty- second street chatting with a friend. 
when be saw a young fellow somewhat older 
than bimseif step out into the middie of Twenty- 
second street and stop a slop-wagon driven by 
two lads 12 or 13 years of age. There seemed to 
be no cause for the proceeding beyoud a desire 
to scare the kids,“ and Higgins was not back- 
ward in telling the fellow, whose name 
is James Curtis, that he ought to de 
ashamed of himseif for troubling boys who were 
so much younger than be was. This remark of 
Higgins’ made Curtis very angry, and threaten- 
ing ſo get even for the “cheek” displayed by 
biw, Curtis ran into a neigubormg alley. and be- 
fore Higgins bed gone far made his appearance 
with two companions as tough-looking as bim- 
self: and, witbout stopping to pariey, Curtis 
pitcbed into 4 with terribie effect, cuttiny 
a gasb two inches Tong between the sixth and 
seventh ribs on the left side,the blade penetrating 
the ung ang cauking a severe internal 
hemorrhage. Curtis and bis companions ran 
away after the culting. and Higwins was taken 
first to a neighboring saloon and then bome, 
where Dr. Valin attended him, pronouncing the 
wound dangerous and liable to prove futal. The 
case was reported to the Tweiltth street police, 
and late in the afternoon Officers Dooley and 
Stanley captured Curtis on Ulimun street near 
Thirty-fret street. He is locked up at the 
Twelfth Street Station, where he will be beld tu 
await the result of Higgins’ wounds.

The Railroad King and His Party 
Now in This City. 


He Will Never Allow the “Nickel 
Plate” to Come into the Cen- 
tral Depot. 

Fer This New Read He Seems to Have 
a Supreme Contempt. 


It Is Probably True that He Has Se- 
cured the Union Pacific. 


Gen. Rosecrans Believes in National 
Legislation for the Railroads. 


W. H. Vanderbilt and Party Arrives in 
the City-He Tells a Tribune Bepre- 
sentative Ali About Mis Affairs, aud 
Expresses Graphically Mis Love for 
the Nickel Piate. 

A special train, consisting of William H. 
Vanderbilt’s private and dining cars and 
General-Manager Ledyard’s private car, to- 
gether with a Wagner sleeper, left Detroit 
yesterday morting at 9 o’clock and arrived 
in this city at 5e’clock p. m., having the fol- 
lowing party on board: W. II. Vanderbilt, 
President of the New: York Central & Hud- 
son River Railroad Company; W. K. V ander- 
bilt, Second Vice-President and head of the 
freight depagiment; Fred W. Vanderbilt, a 
son of W. II. Vanderbilt and Secre- 
tary of the company; Capt. J. II. 
Vanderbilt, uncle of the President; Augustus 
Schell, S. Foster Dewey, Gen. George Magee, 
Edward Ellis. President of the Schenectady 
Locomotive Works; C. J. Langdon, Mr. 
Lathrop, Samuel Barton, II. B. Ledyard, 
General Manager of the Michigan Central, 
and Ashley Pond. 

The party left New York Friday evening, 
andcame diréctly to Detroit, via the New 
York Central and Canada Southern, stopping 
at Detroit from 4 p. m. Saturday until 9 a. m. 
yesterday. 

At Michigan City, fifty-six miles from Chi- 
cago, a change of engines was made, and the 
train was boarded by arepresentative of THe 
TRIBUNE, who sent in his card by the col- 
vred person in attendance, and was cofdially. 
received and invited to ride with the party to 
Chicago. _ . 

After a few moments devoted to the pe- 
rusal of the Chicago papers, which were 
taken on board at that point, the reporter 
expressed his anxiety to ask a few. questions 
for the benefit of the public, and was told to 
go ahead. 

“Mr. Vanderbilt, when will the Union 
Depot in Chieago be build; we Chicago peo- 
ple are getting tired of waiting for that long- 
awaited improvement ?” 

“Well, sir, last year an agreement was 
made between the Michigan and LIliinois 
Centrals tor its construction. We were to 
share the expense, and to exclude all other 
roads. Simed then there has been some hitch 
in the arrangements, andamong ether things 
the Lilineis ‘Central wanted to admit the

“ Will you give your consent?”

The Kock [sland is openly 
cutting the passenger rates, and it is claimed 
that tickets were sold Saturday as low as $3 
from St. Paul to Chicago. It is claimed by 
the Rock Island people that the other roads 
are paying large rebates ahd commissions.

As these charges have been re- 
peated since it was the ck Isiand’s busi- 
ness before entering into a pool with the 
ower roads to see mat such provisions were 
adopted as to prevent the cutting of rates or 
the violation of the agreement after it had 
been adapted. The Rock Island, the gentle- 
man said, either wants all the business 
pooled or none at all. a 

The Minneapolis & St. Louis (the Minne- 
apolis & St. Paul end of the Rock Island’s 
Albert Lea route) has just perfected ar- 
rangemeuts by which it secures far better 
facilities for St. Paul business than it has 
enjoyed heretofore. It has commenced the 
construction of extensive freight-houses and 
yards in St. Paul, and opened regular offices 
in that city.

The Books of the Reading Road Closed. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 8.—The Reading 
books have closed for the annual election, 
which occurs on the 8th of Januagy next. 
The stock has not been unusually active dur- 
ing the past week, the sales in this market 
being about 40,000 shares, andin New York 
about twice as much. It was reported that 
Vanderbilt put up 30,000 shares more in his 
name during the week, but there is no proof 
of the fact, and itis generally believed that 
if he has done so he got it at 
a much lower fighre than 37, at 
which it sold just at this time 
last year. When it was first made known 
that he had been a purchaser there were ru- 
mors that Gould bad bought some, but that 
is quite unlikely. One thmg is noticeabie, 
however. More than 50,000 shares, or about 
one-twelfth of the capital stock, was trans- 
ferred from this city to New York during 
the month, and itis now thought that New- 
Yorkers hold twice as much stock as at the 
time of the last election, as it is known 
that they took the bulk of the 200,000 
shares which were owned by che Me- 
Calmonts. It would not be absolutely 
necessary for Mr. Vanderbilt to control the 
election, for there is not likely to be a very 
large vote polled, and the contracts have 
already been made for the roads which will 
give him all the coal traffic that the ing 
can deliver to the New York Central. The 
Pennsylvania is activelly at work surveying 
lines into the district or which the Reading 
has until now had exclusive control. It will 
have completed in a few weexs the Phenix- 
ville ahd the West Chester, which will 
give access to the flourishing tow® 
of Phenixville, which has an 
enormous coal iron e, 
and will take from 100 to 150 cars a day from 
the Pennsylvauia, which will be just so 
much taken from the Reading. Two other 
roads are also being furveyed, which run 
into Norristown and Conshohocken, parallel 
with the Reading for a good part of the dis- 
tance. In retaliation Vanderbilt has sur- 
veyed a southern route into the western 
bituminous coal-fields trom Reading at Har- 
risburg, and there is likely to be some lively 
competiuon within the coming twelve 
mon >

CINCINNATI'S EXPOSITION. 


All Things Considered, it Was a Great 
Success. 
Svectal Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CrycInNATI, O., Oct. 7.—All thines consid- 
ered, the success of the exposition, which 
closed last night, was the greatest of the ten 
in the Cincinnati series. The one given last 
year did not pay. The surplus of $12,000 
which had come down from previous exposi- 
tions was entirely absorbed, and the new 
Board of Commissioners began their work 
with an empty treasury and public opinion 
very much divided as to the expediency of 
holding another exposition for some time to 
come. It was urged on all sides that the ex- 
positions were worn out, and could no 
longer be relied upon to attract visitors to 
the city, but the Commissioners determined 
that a trial should be made, and last night 
the turnstileg showed that over one-third of 
a million of people had passed through, 
which means a net profit of at least $15,000. 
Upwards of 60, O0 coupon railread tickets 
were taken up, which means that an equiva- 
lent number of strangers visited the city and 
the exposition on the cheap excursions which 
were organized. The railroad officials esti- 
mate that not less than one-half of the stran- 
gers who were attracted to the city during the 
four weeks the exposition was open came 
in on the cheap excursions. There is good 
reason, therefore, for placing the visitors 
from a distance at but littie short of 15),000. 
The hotels were crowded during the whole 
month, and the merchants report that the 
country people bought large bills of goods. 
The crops are excellent, and the visitors 
from the country have shown no hesitancy 
about spening money. It may be suid that 
this increase in retall trade has been 
gained in some measure at the expense of the 
city’s wholesale business, but this is true only 
to a slight extent. People purchase much 
more freely in a city where there is every- 
thing to select from and to tempt them than 
they do at the stores in small country towns, 
and it follows that the aggregate business of 
the city is increased provoriionally. ‘The 
feasibility of holding the Cincinnati Exposi- 
tions annvally is now settled beyond a doubt, 
and arrangements are being made to have a 
new board each year to take up the work of 

reparing for the exposition of the year fol- 
OWing as soon as the old board lays it down.

Mr. Hatch received the 
reporter pleasantiy in his cozy library, and 
lighting a cigar and tucking himself away 
coufortably on the lounge, said he had no 
objection to expressing his views on the situ- 
ation as he now sees it. The reporter called 
Mr. Hatch’s attention to an article recently 
printed in the Times, in which Mr. Hatch 
said, “Conservatism in Wall street for the 
next few months will pay a safe dividend,” 
and asked him what he meant by that.

The Details of the Brinkerhoff Court- 
Martial at Springfield. 
Discharges from the Service for Its Good 

and fer Other Causes. 


Miscellaneous Items of General Inter- 
est to Our Citizen Soldiery. 


Capt. Brinkerhof s Court-Martial, 

The case of Capt. J. J. Brinkerhof, command- 
er of Company C, Fifth Regiment, Springfield, 
who was tried oy a court-murtlal at the time of 
the encampment of the Second Regiment at 
Spring ueld for disobedience of orders, bas been 
80 generally commented upon by the press and 
the military that a brief résumé of the particu- 
lars appears to be necessary.

After giving bis 
orders to bis First Sergeant, Capt. @rinkerbotf 
puid a visit to various beadquarters of the 
brigade, and did nut get back 0 his OWn quar- 
ters until between 8 and W o'viock, when be 
found Chat the breakfast from the eity bad just 
arrived, being unexpecteaiy delayed. The de- 
tall filnmediately partupk thereot, reported at 
the regimental headquarters fur duty, and Col. 
Barkiey refused to receive it. This was tne en- 
tire case, It would have perhaps been strong 
enough to admit of the ibility of a court- 
martial, and a repriw to the offending Cap- 
tain for dereliction of duty}: but the affuir 
seems tu bave been Dungiingiy btan- 
Ged. and there were 80 many 
irregularities attendmg the trial that the Gov- 
er nor referred the evidence to Judge-Advocate 
General Beason Wood to submit an opinion 
upon the legality of the pr ings. The lat- 
ter ollicer received the order last Monday, and 
in due time re ted, wite the recommendation 
tha, the sentence of the court-martial be set 
aside, which recommendation was at once gcted 
upon, and Gov, Oullom ered Capt. Brinker- 
uff to be returned to his position and duty 
forthwith. The order, together with the opiuioa 
of Col. Benson Wood. was read before the mem- 
bers of the Governor's Guards inst Munday 
evening, and was received with great satistac- 
tion by that company. After the drill a general 
juwilee was induiged in, in which the second 
commission for the term of three years was pre- 
sented to Capt. Brinkerboff, neatly engrossed 
and framed.

vail with the commission and Congress the cer- 
tain result would be to break down the whole 
system of so-called protection and bring about a 
rap change in the direction of free trade, with 
far less regard to vested interests than would be 
conceded by general consent. They preferred 
to take such a course as might, if their views 
had any influence, belp to relieve the country 
from some of its present burdens, even at the 
risk of postpouing the day of complete deliver- 
ance. They therefore submitted a few poiats

By enhance 
the cost of every tum it reduced the wruiection 
given te tach class. Protection, to be at all er- 
vo, sbould be ceomiMed to manufactures, 
and ouly to such branchys ot them as could rea- 
sonably be selected fur special encourugement. 
present duties on wuvol, Mr. Shearman 
cuntioued, bad made exports of woolen goods 
impossibie, walle tney had raised up in Texas, 
New Mexico, and California more torm:dable 
competitors than Vermont and Ohio bad ever 
bad before. They had got benelited the farm 
ers. Their only result ib lowa uus been to re- 
duce the aumber of sheep in that State by over 
one willion, lt was utterly impossiple to carry 
on any real Woolen magutacture here without 
u large importacion of foreign woul. If it were 
udmitted free ot duty, the manufacture would 
increase so largely as to increase the demand 
fur native as well as foreign wouls. A sound 
protective theory as well as sound common 
sense demanded that wool should be placed on 
the free list. It would hot suilice to reduce tne 
duties upou raw materials to low rates. That 
was empnatically one of those causes where half 
measures did not produce half effects, but pro- 
duced absolutely no edéct whatever. The neces- 
sity for a large free tet had been recognized by 
all rational provectiogists. The removal of 
duties on raw materials was not enoug to 
make a tariff truly protective. Any scneme 
that extended ovg * multitude of articles nec- 
essarily defeated” its own ends. The present 
tariff attempted the im ible, It tried to pro- 
tect every kind of pr een. The result was 
that it burdened all and benctited only g ew 
Classes. Protecuyua tobe effective must Select 
certain clagses and adurish those only. The 
working of the preseat tarif wae forcivly illus- 
trated by the fact i, While it was devised ia 
the interest of the m§k¢rs of the lower forms of 
iron, its result bad been to increase the propor- 
tion of foreign irva to more than three times 
what it was under thé tarif? of 1837. Io the 
opinion of the ciud all taxes levied for the pur- 
of so-called protection were simpie rob- 
ries under the forms bt law, but it preferred 
that afew classes should be selected as the ob- 
jects of enforced charity, and chat they shou id 
not be plundered after the people had been 
plundered. At present it was almost impossibdie 
to find any class could be proved to have 
derived ang great benefit from pretection in the 
last ten yeurs taken together.

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A MONSTROUS SCHEME . 


For the Alleged Improvement of the 
Mississippi—Obsetacies That Have Not 
Eatered into the. Estimates-The 
Amount ef the Katire National Debt 
Not Su@ficient tor the Work. 

Sr. Louts, Oct. 6.—Forty miies above St. 
Louis the Iliinois River empties into the Mis- 
sissippi, Cairo, at the mouth of the Ohio, is 
200 miles by water iu the opposit direction. 
From the mouth of the IIlinois to a point 
near Cairo the Mississippi flows through the 
“Great American Bottom,“ an alluvial pla- 


teau lying between biufis whose distance 


apart varies from five to twenty miles. Some 
miles above Cairo the biuffs disappear and 
the river enters upon an unbroken ailuvial 
plain hundreds of miles wide, which stretches 
awayto the Gulf of Mexico, 1,100 miles dis- 
tant as the river winds. In the American 
Bottom are some of the richest corn and 
wheat lands in the world, but their value 
is impaired by frequent destructive in- 
undations during the spring freshets 
and the annual June rise; while their tenure 
is rendered somewhat uticertain by we tend- 
ency of the river to take possession of a farm 
occasionally and shift it to the Opposit bank, 
or wash it into the Gulf. In this basin the rivor 
really bas no fixed bonds except the biuffs, but 
cuts its way at pleasure through the yielding 


ailuvial deposits, and sbifts its course so con- > 


stuntiy that, except by soundifig, pilots cannot 
tell from one seasonjtu anoiber woere the chun- 
nel runs. At St. Louis, for instance, the river 
now lies at the fuot of the Missouri biuils, but 
tif evidence ia conciusive that at one time its 
course foliowed the line of the Lilinois biuf 
which are now reached by traveling eastwar 
from the river across some twelve miles of al- 
luvial land. On the Whole, it would seem that 
the West Point engineer who acts as guardian 
ot the Mississippi between the lilinois and the 
Ohio bas rather an unruly ward to took after. 

Below St. Louis there is a succession of sand- 
bars, ou banks, and shoal places. where tne 
river spreads out to such widths that in summer 
and fall the bed of the stream frequently rises to 
within four feet or less of the surface. Between 
the shoais there are stretches of good low- 
wat er vavigadon, where the banks tie compara- 
tively near togetber, though the freaks of the 
river and the constant caving of banks reoder 
it uncertain at what poiots the next fresbet 
will make blind pools of shoal bur 
where deep channels now are. Shoals, im pussu- 
bie at low water to boats drawing more than tour 
feet, are encountered all the way out to Cairo; 
but the most famous of them is at the Horsetail 
Bend, wnicd leaves che spinal coiuma of the 
metaphorical horse at the lower edge of Caron- 
delet, and sweeps out in graceful curves for 
about four miles down stream. Horsetay Bar 
has long been the baue of St. Louis pilots and 
the pons asinorum of Government engineers. 
There are a re of other shuais between here 
and Cuiro which will prove equally difficult to 
overcome. Horsetuail nas been elevated into bad 
preéminence, partly because it is close to the 
city, and partly because army engineers have 
been twist.ng and combing it yosuccessfully tor 
a dozen years. 

The scheme of alleged improvement for the 
river between here and Cairo is to make a low- 
water channel not less than eight feet deep all 
the wav. besides building hurdies or revete- 
ments of brush to protect the shore lines from 
erosion by the current, so as tinully to arrest the 
caving of banks and constant shifting of the 
river bed that were ia progress thousands of 

ears before De Soto discovered the Mississippi. 
To secure a depth of eight feet at low water the 
engineer to reduce the river througa- 
out this miles of its course te a uniform 
width of half a mile. Wherever the width ex- 
ceeds that distance jetties are to be built par- 
allel with the stream, and spur jetties of pine 
and beusd thrown out from the shore for the 


“purpose of checking the velocity of the current 


and causing the river to fill iu the space, be- 
tween the main jetties and the shore with de- 
posits of silt. The pian of operations is to make 
the improvement continuous, working down 
stream from St. Louis, taking the shoais io con- 
secutive der, reclaiming submerged iands, 
building pew banks, and making them per- 
manent. Che amount estimated as necessary to 
finish the 100 is $5,004,288.96. Let us see. 

During fiscal year eading the tu of last 
Juoe the amonnoat expended was $47,4, and the 
recently publisaed report of the engineer io 
Charge of the work tells bow little tne ease 
and safety of oavigation dave been promoted 
by the expenditure. At Arsenai Island, Twin 
Hollow (east bank), and Beard’s Island. works 
covering in the aggre«ate less than three and 
three-quarters mies of river front were ily 
cumpleted to slacken the littoral current d 
stop che underminmgor the banks. At Carroll's 
Island revetements for the same pur were 
constructed, whick are pronounc finished,

Hollow, west bank. Jim Smith's, Gi- 
rardeau, jetties were begun to diminish the 
width and tacrease che depth of the stream, but 
ut last accounts the works bad “ not progressed 
far enougn to dave any effect u the 
channel.“ Al these works are within 
tweaty miles of St. Louis, except those 
at Jape Girardeau, which is further 
down the river. The untinished works at Arsenal 
Island. Beard’s leiand, and ime eust bank of 
Twin Hullow, which afford only partial protec- 
neon to the shore line along three and three- 
quarter miles of river front, cost $132,498, ur at 
tue rate $36,333 a mile. What the vost per 
mile will be by tne time the works are tinisbed 
is an interesting subject for conjecture. The 
1,695 feet of tinisned reve ents along the bank 
of Carrell Island cost $12, which is at tne rate 
of $7.10 per linear foot, or $37,488 per mile of 
river-troat. figures will be usetul for ref- 
erence presently. m 

During the last fiscal year $98,553 worth of 
piles and brush were piunted in Horsetail Bend, 
and after sinking, all told, $610,082.67 ia that 
friaky stretch of water, the engineer triumph- 
autly announces that he has at last got a iow 
water channel of eight and a half feet over the 
bar. But pilots do not pass through there with- 
out sounding, and even witb the river ten feet 
ahove low water murk they find only eight teet 
in Horsetail, which is no more than the sound- 
ings show over other shoals that have not yet 
been tuucked, 

Ou the works for deepening the channel and 
giving permaneucy to the banks between St. 
Louis and the mouth of the Meramec, twenty 
miles below, neariy $1,000,000 has already been 
expended, Stu they are so far from complete 
thut they are now Said to be “ progressing 
rapidly,” and will be pushed with a full force 
of men until coid weather inaterteres.” Then, 
if the mouey hoids out, they will be resumed in 
the spring with a full force of men, and the job 
of pusu them vigorously will be continued to 
an indetinit period in the remote future: 
Taken in lump, the cost of these works already 
reaches uearly 5. 000 a mile. Before they are 
pronounced finished, with a saving ciause about 
changes in the directivu of the cnannel, as ia 
the case of the Carroll Island revetements, the 
cost maypaaly reach $76,000 or $100.0 a mile, 
and still got afford hat permanenoy of channel 
and sbore ine without which every dollar ex- 
peuded upon these costly improvements is us 
ulteriy thrown away as was Freuch- 
man’s dime invested in firecrackers and lung 
into the air to dear it go “bang.” For 
all the money sunk in the muddy Mississippi, 
the engineers Guve not a singie piece of com- 
pleted work by which to demonstrate eicher the 
correctoess their methods or the practi- 
cability of the stupendous jov to which tne pub- 
1% fundsare being so lavishly appiied. The 
whole business of river improvement is an ex- 
periment, costly, but by nv means promising. 

Below the mouth of the Meramec there are 
not less thau twenty shodis, over wuich the 
vatural low-water depth is searcely more than 
fuur feet, and where the probten of maxing an 
eight-foot ouannel will prove quite as difficult 
and equally doubtful of permanent solution as 
at those at whica work is now progressing ut 
sucu a costly rate.
